At home, more active exports 
and domestic consumption were 
foreseen. Besides, additional 
private and Government invest- 
ments were expected to further 
strengthen the pace of economic 
rehabilitation. 

Exports for the 
year, ending next March, are 
estimated at $2.750 million, or 
about 2.5 per cent less than the 
total for the last fiscal year. This 
was due to the recent fall in

prices of commodities which 
wou! Offset an increase in 
volume of exports this _fiscal 
year. 


However, the total export for 
fiscal 1959 is expected to be 
some $3,000 million, or 9 per 
cent higher than this fiscal vear, 
because of higher unit prices 
and more varied increased ex- 
ports. 

Imports, figured at $2.450 mil- 
lion for this fiscal year, are like- 
wise estimated to run up to $2, 
$00 million, or 38 per cent 
higher. 

As for the international pay- 
ment balance, an all-time record 
surplus of $460 million is 
estimated for this fiscal year to 
be followed by $160 million 
surplus next vear, These favor- 
abe balances, however, were 
considered still inadequate for 
ensuring complete stability.

Junta Warns

CARACAS (AP)—The ruling 
junta threatened Tuesday to 
suspend constitutional rights if 
further disorders followed Mon- 
day's rioting against the elec- 
tion of Romulo Betancourt as 
President. 

The junta, headed by Edgard 
Sanabria, reiterated its promise 
to turn the Government over to 
the man “definitely elected.” 

Betancourt was the apparent 
winner in unofficial returns,

A one-paragraph announce- 
ment on the back page of izves- 
tia Tuesday said the Presidium 
of the Supreme Soviet released 
army Gen. Serov, long a fami- 
liar figure at public appearances 
of Soviet leaders, “in connec 
tion with his transfer to other 
duties.” 

The announcement contained 
no hint of whether Serov, last 
seen by Western correspondents 
at a Kremlin reception for 
Polish party chief Gomulka Nov. 
10 was headed for a demotion 
or a promotion.

been closely identified with 
Soviet security organs almost} 
from the beginning of his career. 

Widely known for his direc- 
tion of a plan for the liquidation 
of antiCommunist elements in 
the Baltic countries im 1939, 
Serov became deputy to Victor 
S. Abakumov in the Soviet 
Zone of Germany after World 
War It. 

He returned to the Soviet 
Union with him when Abaku- 
mov became the Minister of 
State Security in October 1946. 
Abakumovy was shot as a traitor 
in December of 1954. 

Serov became the chairman of 
state security — the Soviet 
Union’s supreme police organ— 
in April 1954. 

Izvestia’s announcement 
aroused immediate speculation 
over the future of Serov, whose 
presence at public functions in 
Moscow for years had signified 
that the nation’s top leaders 
would be on hand.

companied Khrushchev and the 
then Premier Nikolai A. Bul- 
ganin to India, Burma and 
Afghanistan in 1955, He pre- 
ceded them to England to make 
security arrangements for their 
visit in 1956.

During those visits Serov fre- 
quently appeared at official func- 
tions or conferences, taking ac- 
tive part with other Soviet of- 
ficials. 

His four Orders of, Lenin rank 
him with other top decorated 
officials. He holds many other 
decorations including the Order 


of Suvorov, First Class, and the 
Order of the Red Banner.

Of Test Pact 
OK’d;Trouble 
Still Ahead 


GENEVA (UPiI)—Moscow 
threw a scare into the revived 
nuclear conference Tuesday 
with a blant warning that 
the type of test ban controls 
demanded by the West are un- 
acceptable to the Soviet Union. 
The Soviet warning was broad- 
cast by Moscow Radio and 
monitored here. 


GENEVA (UPI)—The West 
Wednesday will seek to reconcile 
Fast-West views on a nuclear 
test control organization, but 
Western diplomats feared a new 
Soviet attempt to hamstring 
the conference. 

The three participating pow- 
ers postponed their meeting 
Tuesday to give the American 
and British delegations time to 
study detailed Russian propos- 
als on the control problem. The 
were con- 
in a lengthy document 
introduced Monday, 

Western sources said the Rus- 
sian commitment to cooperate 
in some kind of nuclear control 
group was a major step forward 
in the five-week-old talks, but 
they said the toughest negotia- 
tions still lay ahead. 

The West has demanded an 
organization with unlimited 
power to investigate suspected 
nuclear test explosions with 
“at-the-ready” investigating 
teams which could be dispatch- 
ed immediately to the scene of 
the alleged violation. 

The Soviet Union has demand- 
ed a veto over the authority of 
the control organization and 
proposed temporary inspection 
teams which would be called up 
only when there fs an indication 
that a sneak nuclear explosion 
has taken place. 

Western delegates said the 
Soviet plan would  biock 
speedy investigation of a sus- 
pected explosion site reported 
by the global network of some 
170-180 land posts and 10 sea 
stations recommended last 
summer by the East-West con- 
ference of nuclear experts. 

Meanwhile. one of President 
Dwight D. Wisenhower’s top 
sctentifie. advisers told the So- 
Viet Tuesday that acceptance of 
an international warning svs- 
tem against surprise attack 
could pave the way to major 
disarmament measures, 

The statement was made by 
Dr. George B. Kistiakowskl, 
who spoke at a two-hour ses- 
sion of the surprise attack con- 
ference. 

Kistiakowski’s call followed 
and amplified an appeal from 
U.S. delegation chief William C. 
Foster to the Soviet bloc Mon- 
day to get down to work or face 
a dead end of the conference. 

But the Soviet delegation 
chief, First Deputy Foreign 
Minister V. V. Kuznetsov stood 
firm by his position demanding 
a political cold war parley and 
acceptance of the Soviet omni- 
bus plan of old disarmament 
proposals which the West had 
firmiy rejected. 

The conference adjourned 
until Wednesday without hav- 
ing broken the four-week-old 
deadlock. 


Vague Commitment 

GENEVA (AP)—The United 
States, Britain and Russia have 
approved the second article of 
a draft treaty calling for the 
establishment of a control or- 
ganization and specifying the 
obligation to cooperate with that 
body. 

But the commitment was in 
general terms. The control ar- 
rangements themselves yet 
must be defined. 


U.S. Asks U.N. Seat 
ForROK,S.Vietnam 


UNITED NATIONS (UPD— 
The United States Tuesday re- 
quested the Security Council to 
recommend the admission of 
South Korea and South Viet- 
nam to the United Nations. 

Both the Republic of Korea 
and the Republic of Vietnam 
have been barred from U.N. 
membership by Soviet vetoes. 
The last time Russia vetoed 
their applications was on Sept. 
9, 1957. 

The General Assembly on Oct. 
25, 1957, adopted twin resolu- 
tions reaffirming that South 
Korea and South Vietnam are 
fully qualified to become mem- 
bers. Only the Soviet bioc 
voted against those resolutions. 

The question of their admis- 
sion to the U.N. was brought 
up in connection with the 
Security Council meeting on 
the application of the Republic 
of Guinea.

Local Autonomy 


It is over 10 years since the 
Local Autonomy Law was pro- 
mulgated in 1947 and local self- 
governing bodies made a new 
start with their heads up. 


Faced by a variety of basic 
problems which require solution 
or alleviation, the local self-gov- 
erning system ; BRS SOONG EE OR 
in Japan today & 
is at a turning & 
point. oe ae 
of its insepar- 
able bearing on 
our everyday 
life, we should Sage 
consider anew 
how the local 
autonomous sys- 
tem should be, 

One of the 
basic problems Nakai 
is financial stringency which 
plagues many prefectures and 
citles—much to the detriment 
of the wholesome growth of 
local autonomy. 

Local taxes are fixed under 
the existing tax system formu- 
lated on the so-called Shoup rec- 
ommendation, Prefectures with 
deficits are barely making both 
ends meet by grants and other 
forms of aid from the central 
Government, With some prefec- 
tures their own tax revenues 
are a mere 20 per cent of their 
total revenues. Such a eondi- 
tion of affairs reduces local self- 
government to a nonentity. 


There should be a thorough 
reexamination of the present 
local tax system in an effort to 
stamp out the financial anoma- 
iy. IL hope the advisory coun- 
cil on tax reform, decided on at 
last week's Cabinet meeting,

will evolve carefully considered 
reform plans. 

I suggest changing the pres- 
ent setup which subordinates 
the local self-governing bodies to 
the central Government and 
placing more financial resources 
at their free disposal, This would 
contribute materially to the firm 
establishment of local  seif- 
government in the real sense of 
the term. 

Another major task to be 
tackled is to enlarge the admin- 
istrative areas, The present 46 
prefectures are too glaringly un- 
balanced in their social, econ- 
omic and cultural progress to be 
a suitable geographical division 
for modern local self-govern- 
ment. 

I back up the revcommenda- 
tion made by the Commission 
on the Local Autonomy System 
to the Prime Minister last year 
that the present prefectures be 
merged into several blocks. That 
would make for administrative 
eficiency and for proper 
coordination between local self- 
governing bodies and the centra] 
Government, 

Of course, a drastic reform 
like this would require a good 
deal of political resources and 
cannot be undertaken’ im- 
mediately, but every effort 
should be made to carry it out. 

Let me add that I think it 
necessary for the prefectures to 
delegate some of their authority 
to cities, towns and villages be- 
cause they are directly related 
to the local inhabitants. 

Let us remember that the 
sound growth of democratic 
government comes from the firm 


establishment of local autonomy.

PARIS (AP)—Premier Char- 
les de Gaulle Tuesday took his 
place in the National Assembly 
of the new Fifth Republic which 
he started to create six morths 
ago. 

To the rolling of drums by 
the colorfully uniformed Repub- 
lican Guards, De Gaulle strode 
into the Chamber precisely as 
it opened the first cession of its 
existence. 

He took his seat on the Gov- 
ernment benches, flanked by his 
ministers, and listened solemn. 
ly as the dean of the Assembly, 
Ss2-vear-old Canon Felix Kir 
praised De Gaulle for again 
offering hope for France. 

Almost six months ago to the 
day, the last Assembly of the 
dead Fourth Republic voted ex- 
traordinary pawers to the 63- 
yearolid wartime Free-French 
leader, 

He immediately set about win- 
ning popular support for a new 
Constitution which ended the 
Fourth Republic and resulted. in 
new elections which put a vast 
majority of new faces in the As- 
sembly. 

The Assembly will only elect 
its officers in the present ses- 
sion and De Gaulle’s full pow- 
ers Will remain in effect until 
the full-scale Assembly session 


scheduled for next April. 
Just before the opening of the 
session, the Premier got a 


formal public pledge of support 
from the biggest group in the 
Assembly—the UNR (Union for 
the New Republic) of Jacques 
Soustelle which has 188 of the 
546 deputies.

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Parking Meters to Appear 
In Tokyo Early Next Year 


central part of Tokyo will have 
parking meters early next soring 
under a local ordinance to reg- 
ulate car parking. 

The ordinance, recently ap 
proved by the Metropolitan Aa 
sembly on the basis of a nation- 
al law—the Law Regulating 
Parking Lots, is expected to go 
into force In mid-January. 


Streets and avenues in ve 


According to the new regula- 


tion, the free parking of auto 
mobiles on streets in the desig 
nated area will be prohibited 
“in principle.” All cars must be 
parked at parking lots or at 
some designated sections of 
roads installed with parking 


meters and car owners have to 
pay ¥10 for every 15 minutes, 

The Metropolitan Government 
will, as the first step, put up 
3,000 parking meters in the 
Marunouchi-Ginza district as 
soon as the Construction Min- 
istrv gives official approval to 
the detailed program. 


The area covers only one- 
third of the 11.26 square kilo- 
meters (4.3 square miles) that 


the Government has designated 
where there will be “no free 
parking on roads.” “In view 
of the present financial conrdl- 
tion of the Government, it will 
be a full year before the en- 
tire area is fitted with parking 
meters,” said a Government 
traffic official. 

The official admits that the 
first installation of the meters 
will not be sufficient to handle 
7,000 cars which he estimates 
are daily parked in the area. 
“However, in my opinion,” he 
said, “it is not a serious prob- 
lem.” 

“Our data indicates that some 
parking lots in the area can 
accommodate more automotive 
vehicles—such as the basements 


“hecause these cara are parked, 
without necessity.” 

As regards the future program 
in accordance with the enforce- 


ment of the new regulation, the 
Metropolitan Government is 
planning to construct under: 


ground parking lots in addition 
to the existing project now unh- 
der way in the Hibiya Park 
area. In order to prepare places 
for the cara that make conspic- 
uous increase every month here 
in Tokyo, the Metropolitan Gov- 
ernment already decided to 
spend most of parking meter re- 
yenue on constructing under- 
ground parking lots.

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Textile Researcher Finds ‘ 


Wealth of Material Here | 


By TSUG! SHIRAISHI 


Oriental art is very popular in 
th® Western countries, but only 
a few study ancient textiles as 
the work requires patience and 
many years of strenuous re 
search, according to Miss Pawu- 
line Simmons, the former as- 
sociate curator of the Metro- 
poltan Museum of Arts in New 
York. Miss Simmons who came 
to Japan in September of this 
year is now studying ancient 
textiles at the National Museum 
in Ueno Park, Tokyo. 


Miss Simmons became inter- 
ested in ancient textiles when 
she was in China and upon her 
return to the States she began 
working at the museum where 
she served for 20 years. 

“My work takes time and lots 
of patience because I have to 
study how ancient textiles were 
woven by using bits of scrapes,” 
save the American art scholar. 
She adds that the reproduction 
of the same fabrics is impossible 
today because though twills are 
alike gauzes are so intricate that 
their reproduction seems beyond 
modern skill. 

Explaining how complicated 
hand weaving was introduced to 
Japan Miss Simmons says that 
the skill was brought to Japan 
by the Chinese as early as in 
the 4th or &th century. The 
weavers remained in this coun- 


try and were gradually as- 
similated. 
In China, however. the art of 


weaving was known in the third 
or fourth century, B.C, Weaving 
was Known in Egypt between 
the 12th and the 15th centuries, 
B.C, but the work using linen 
thread was simple while in Chi-

Sugar Coating Pills 


Potentially Dangerous 

TORONTO (AP)—Sugar coat- 
ing of pills has gone too far, 
says the journal of the Canadi- 
an Medical Association. 

An article by Dr. Henri J. 
Breault singles out sugared pills 
of aspirin. He says the Medi- 
cal Sotiety recorded 121 cases 
of headache tablet poisoning in 
Windsor, Ont., during a 240-day 
period. One of the victims died. 

The compound is usually 
harmiless if given in the recom- 
memied dose, he says. But. if 
a child finds the bottle of 
pleasant-tasting tablets he may 
not stop with one or two. 
There is no known antidote and 
the margin of safety in infants 
ane email children is small,

bitter and distasteful medicines 
has apparently defeated its pur- 
pose by making drugs too at- 
tractive and similar to candies,” 
eave the journal.

Tokyo After Dark

The Okahan Restaurant in 
the heart of Nishi Ginza offers

Those who have digested the 
freshman courses in sukivaki 
can now matriculate their stom- 
achs in batayaki and amiyaki. 
All dishes are supervised by the 
dean of meats, Mrs, Yoshino 
Kawako, the well-packed madam 
of the Okahan. The cost of en- 
roliment is ¥800 to ¥1,200 for 
sukiyaki; tultion fees for ami- 
yaki and batayaki are ¥1,200 


| each, 


The textbook describes bata- 


‘yaki as a meat dish consisting 
|of choice rectangular of Wada- 


kin beef one and a half centi- 
meters by four inches high, 
wide, and good tasting. The beef 
is dipped into a plate of rice 
wine and then placed in a 


| Stee] pan slightly moistened by 


fat from a cow's breast, The 
meat is done in a jiffy. This 
demonstration is performed be 
fore the guests who then take 


over, dipping their morsels 
either in grated radish, in 
soy sauce or in spicy powder 


containing seven different types 
of pepper and salt, The vegeta- 
bles are seasonal; chrysanthe- 
mums in the spring, mush- 
rooms in the fall and onions 
the year round, 

Amtlyaki, according .to Dean 
Kawako, is beef charcoal broil- 
ed on a net. The five millimeter 
thick hunks of red meat are 
bathed in special soy sauce con- 
taining mirin (sweet sake), Aji- 
no-moto, and citron, and then 
baked Genghis Khan style along 
with a few vegetables. 

A short history of yaki teach- 
es us that suklyaki like all 
good things came from the coun- 
try. Suki is a plough and yaki 
means baked. In those wun- 
sophisticated days, the farmers 
slapped the meat on the hot 
suki. Then the city folks came 
along, named it sukiyaki and 
added ¥1,000 cover charge. 

From the sukiyakli’s appendix 
(and we used the word figura- 
tively here) we learn that in 
good sukivaki seaweed juice is 
added to the soy sauce and that 
the bubbles on the surface of 
the juice tell the maid whether 
meat is well done or not. As 
the mistress of the yaki explain- 
ed it, “the juice should be in- 
haled by the meat and no juice 
should be left in thé pan after 
the meat and vegetables are 
stewed.” 

Mrs. Kawako’s family owns 
several other downtown restau- 
rants. Her uncle has the Kane- 
tanaka, a machiai in front of 
the Shimbashi Embujo, and her 
sister runs «the Tsurunoya 
behind Okahan, The Tsuru- 
noya specializes in Kansai 
dishes which are softer and light- 
er compared to the more bitter 
Tokyo dishes. An order of ishi- 
yakil, a Kansai favorite, results 
In a plate of small hot stones 
on which are baked small pieces 
of fish, shrimp, mushrooms, the 
fruit of the gingeko, chicken and 
quail eggs. 

The Okahan and the Tsuru- 
noya are on streets running 
parallel to each other. Only in 
Japanese logic could both have 
the same address: S-banchi, 7- 
chome, Nishi Ginza, Chuo-ku. 
But they do have separate tele- 
phone numbers: the Okahan’s 
57-1417 and the Tsurunoya’'s 57- 
2058.

An opening bid has such a 
wide range of strength (from 11 
to 20 points) that in order not 
to miss a possible game a res- 
ponder comes in to bid even 
with a weak hand. But an over- 
call, doesn’t mean so much 
strength as an opening bid. 
Therefore the overcaller’s par- 
tner knows that a game will not 
be missed when his hand is 
weak. Hence it follows that 
when the partner of an over- 
caller makes a one raise, his 
hand is strong and he must be 
seeking a game, 

The Goren system, too, men- 
tions this point, but some play- 
ers don’t seem to read this part 
of the book. 

There are interesting points 
in the play too. West made a 
natural lead, the eight of spades. 
The bid could be defeated with 
a diamond lead, but hobody is 
that clairvoyant. So it ts hard. 
ly fair to criticize him (for 
making a bad lead. 

Short diamond suit bids are 
used in connection with short 
clubs. That is, when there are 
no honors In the clubs and you 
want to use a short club suit 
for the sake of rebids, then it 
is better to use the short dia- 
mond. Just because you made 
an opening bid does not mean 
vou wil, be the declarer. On 
the contrary, quite often bid- 
ders become defenders. In order 
to protect your partner's lead, 
you should have an honor in 
the suit you bid, especially with 
short suits. 

Human beings are funny; 
when they get something free, 
they become greedy and will 
go out of their way to get it. 
And that's what happens with 
this deal. Declarer got a spade 
lead. He knows that when this 
is led around to his K-J-x hold- 
ing he gets a free finesse and 
he wants that gift. Therefore 
he plays low in the dummy. 
But he can’t see that this is a 
mistake until later, when it is 
too late. Two tricks in dia- 
monda, one in clubs and an in- 
evitable trump loser add up to 
four. 

When he gets other leads, such 
as clubs, and when. defenders 
are not alert enough to clear 
the diamonds, he sees the 
neccessity of taking a spade 
finesse so as to pitch a diamond 
loser. 

The correct play is to go right 
up in the dummy, then take the 
spade hook and pitch a losing 
diamond from the dummy. 
There is no other quick reentry 
In the hand. 

After the opening lead, when 
the dummy is spread, it costs 
nothing to look. So look care- 
fully. That is the time to think 


and plan ahead.

THE CROSSING OF ANTARCTICA. 
By. Sir Vivian Fuchs and Sir Ed- 


mund Hillary, Cassell & Com- 
pany Limited, London, 1958, P. 
338, 30 net, 


History's first land crossing 
of Antarctica was accomplished 
in March of this year, almost 
half a century after the discov- 
ery of the South Pole in 1911 
bv Norwegian Roald Amund- 
sen. The trans-Antarctic trip 
that ended March 2 took 99 
days and covered 2,158 statute 
miles of ice, from Shackle- 
ton via the Pole to Scott Base, 


And now the story of that ex- 
pedition is told by Dr. Vivian 
Fuchs, the expedition’s leader, 
with an assist by Sir Edmund 
Hillary, the New Zealand bee- 
keeper who took part in it and 
who with Tensing Norkay, 
Sherpa, was the first to go all 
the way up to the top of the 
29,000-foot Mt. Everest, the 
world’s highest peak. 

Fuchs first got interested in 
making the trans-Antarctica trip 
in 1949, but it was not until 
1955 that he saw plans for it 
become a reality, when in that 
year Churchill gave his support 


to the project and Queen Eli- 
zabeth chose to become its 
patron, 


Fuchs’ plans called for two 
teams to start for the South 
Pole from opposite sides. In the 
actual trek, he led one team and 
Hillary the other. Hillary 
reached the Pole first, and then 
guided Fuchs over his same 
route for the completion of the 
crossing. 

After finishing his side of the 
trip to the Pole and while wait- 
ing for Fuchs to make it, Hillary 
suggested because of prevailing 
bad condition that Fuchs aban- 
don making the last half. Fuchs 
replied that he had no inten- 
tion of dropping out “until the 
next year” as Hillary urged. 
Reporters got hold of this tele- 
graphic exchange, and wrote it 
up as if Fuchs and Hillary were 
feuding. 


Fuchs takes the trouble in his 
book to say there was nothing 
to it, although at that time the 
world was led to believe by 
overzealous reporters that there 
really existed dissension in the 
expedition, 


For a scientist, Fuchs’ prose 
is light and simple. Faced with 
sO many details to explain, 
Fuchs writes about them with 
clarity. They could have turn- 
ed out tiresome if they had 
been penned by a less gifted 
writer. Hillary’s, on the other 
hand in the chapters assigned 
him, reads like the writings of 
one who's in a hurry to go 
some place. 


Great help was given the ex- 
pedition by the Deep Freeze 
Operation the United States 
was carrying out as part of its 
IGY participation. Both Fuchs 
and Hillary declare their grati- 
tude to the Americans. 


Members of the 1955-58 Com- 
monwealth expedition were 
chosen with meticulous care. 
Everyone had to do his indivi- 
dual task right, and had to have 
the ability to improvise. It was 
this knack to meet  contin- 
gencies, as many befell the 
party, that pulled through the 
entire expedition to its objec- 
tive. The voyage ended with a 
minimum of accidents, and was 
only one day behind Fuchs’ 
estimated time of arrivai at the 
destination, 


The book is resplendent with 
color photos, 


The expedition was hailed as 
man’s conquest of the last re- 
maining frontier. But in August 
of this year the U.S.S. Nautilus, 
the first atomic-submarine, com- 
pleted an equally epochal voy- 
age with its crossing of the 
Arctic Sea, The Nautilus had 
at long last made the “North- 
west Passage” that navigators 
for ages had been seeking and 
trying to make, going under a 
frozer. expanse of 1,830 miles 
by way of the North Pole; which 
it reached on Aug. 4, from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic Ocean. 


Man must now go out of his 
world for new frontiers and 
adventure. This he has already 
been doing! The missiles he has 
fired into outer space are a pre- 
paration for this next’ trip in 
his exploration for new and ulti- 
mate knowledge.—F. Miike

Japan Relations Interdependent 


The following, deleted in part, is 
the text of a speech given by U.S. 
Ambassador Douglas MacArthur 0 
at the New Hiroshima Hotel last 
night. MacArthur addressed his 
speech to the citizens of Hiroshima, 
—Editor. 


Now, today I would like to 
say a few words about Japa- 
nese-American relations. Since 
my arrival jn Japan almost two 
years ago, I have had the prt 
vilege of meeting and hearing 
the frank views of many Japa- 
nese in all walks of life. From 
what | have learned from them, 
it seems quite clear that both 
the Japanese and American peo 
ple share many of the same 
basic and fundamental objec 
tives. 

For example, the first and 
foremost objective of both Ja- 
pan and America is the estab 
lishment throughout the world 
of peace with justice for all peo 
ples. 

Both our countries believe 
that the United Nations is one 
of the most effective instru- 
ments for peace in the world 
today and we both give it our 
full and wholehearted support 
Unfortunately, however, the 
United Nations by itself can 
not today assure peace and se 
curity for any of its members. 
This is clearly acknowledged in 


the United Nations Charter, 
which specifically recognizes 
for all nations “the inherent 


right of individual or collective 
self-defense.” 

Both our countries are total 
ly opposed to the threat or use 
o; force as a means to settle 
disputes, 

Both Japan and America, be- 
lieve in truly democratic gov- 
erninent and freedom for all 
peoples, This means the right of 
all peoples to have govern 
ments of their own choosing. 

Both our countries believe 
that governments are made to 
serve man—not that man is the 
slave of the state, 

Both our governments and 
peoples support the principles 
of .self-dietermination, self-gov- 
ernment, and independence for 
all peoples who desire it and 
are able to undertake its re 
sponsibilities. 

And at the same time, both 
Japan and America support 
wholeheartedly the efforts of 
less developed countries to de- 
velop their economies and thus 


to provide a better way of life. 


for their peoples and strengthen 
their freedom and independence. 

Both our countries believe in 
and strongly support liberal 
trade policies. 

Both our countries wish to 
see a dependable system worked 
out which will make unneces 
sary the testing of atomic weap- 
ons. President Eisenhower's 
proposal of Aug. 22, 1958, for the 
suspension of nuclear weapons 
tests, which took into account 
the views of our Japanese 
friends, made clear the desire 
of the United States for an effec- 
tive international system which 
would make atomic weapons 
testing unnecessary. 

Both our countries also be- 
lieve that disarmament is one 
of the most essential tasks fac- 
ing the world today. 

A dependable and effective in- 
ternational system of limitation, 
control, and reduction of arma- 
ments weuld do much to safe 
guard the whole future of man- 
kind. It° would also permit 
large resources which are now 
being spent for armaments to 
be devoted to social progress 
and human benefit. And, it 
would also serve substantially 
to reduce existing international 
distrust and tension. 

You will recall that over 10 


years ago, when the United 
States alone possessed atomic 
Weapons, it offered to place 


them under United Nations con- 
trol if other countries would 
agree to a dependable and effec- 
tive system of international in- 
spection and control under the 
United Nations. Only the 5o- 
viet Union refused to accept 
such a system of effective inter- 
national control. 

How different the world 
would be today if the Soviet 
Union had accepted the United 
States proposal. For with such 
a system, all atomic activities 
would have been under United 
Nations control ‘and people 
everywhere would have been 
spared much of the anxiety and 
tension to which they have been 
and continue to be exposed. 

The world has learned that it 
cannot yet place faith in pro- 
mises bc Neer agreements alone 
regarding the control «© arma- 
ments or the nonuse of force. 
The United Nations Charter 
pledges ail signatories to “re 
frain in their international rela- 


tions from the threat or use of 
force” against another nation. 
But this pledge did not prevent 
aggression and the use of force 
in Korea. or Hungary or Tibet. 
That is why, in this field of 
disarmament so vital to the 
future of humanity, the United 
States and many other Free 
Worid governments i believe 
that a dependabie agreement 
must be based on an effective 

system of international inspec- 
tion and control. : 


The Soviet Union does not yet 
accept the principle of an ef- 
fective and dependable system 
of international inspection and 
control, which would safeguard 
world peace. But if the pre- 
ponderant weight of world 
mora! opinion imsists on such 
measures, it is not too much to 
hope that the Soviet Union will 
eventually accept such a sys- 
tem. 

| would like also to say that 
I believe that Japan and the 
United States share not only 
many of the same basic objec- 
tives, but that they are also in- 
terdependent. For example, take 
the field of trade, which is so 
vital to Japan. The United 
States has been, and continues 
to be, Japan’s largest single 
market. 

I have seen some reports 
which imply that the United 
States is boycotting or massive- 
ly restricting Japanese imports 
into the United States, The true 
facts are quite different. Where- 
as Japan's exports to many 
countries dropped off this year, 
and Communist China institut. 
ed a total boycott of Japanese 
products and also tried to re 
place Japan in the markets of 
Southeast Asia, Japan’s exports 
to the United States continued 
to increase this year, and are 
breaking the alltime record 
established by your exports to 
America in 1957. Now, about 
23 per cent of Japan's total ex- 
ports go to the United States. 
On the other hand, last year 
Japan was the second greatest 
market for the United States 
and our largest single market 
for certain important agricul- 
tural commodities. 

Certainly, this demonstrates 
that we are interdependent. ir 
the field of commerce and 
trade, and that this interde- 
pendence benefits both coun- 
tries. 

Likewise, there is strong in- 
terdépendence between Japan 
and the United States in the 
important field of security. This 
fact is, of course, recognized by 
the Security Treaty which joins 
our two countries. Certainly, 
Americans believe that the 
security and independence of 
Japan are important not only to 
Japan but to the rest of the 
Free World, including the Unit- 


ed States. Similarly, 1+ have 
been told by many of my 
friends in Japan that the 


strength and security of the 

Inited States are important, 
not only In deterring aggression 
against the United States, but 
also in deterring aggression 
against Japan and other na- 
tions of the Free Wofld. 

In conclusion, may I reaffirm 
my conviction that our two 
countries share the same basic 
objectives and are in Many im- 
portant respects interdependent. 
I am also convinced that both 
Japan and the United States 
derive great benefit from the 
close relationship of friendship 
and cooperation which joins our 
two countries. ; 

While this is true, there will, 
of course, be differences of 
views between us with respect 
to some problems. But this is 
normal, between friends and 
partners, for differences are the 
hallmark of free peoples. Wher- 
ever differences between peoples 
are not permitted to appear, as 
happens in the Communist 
world, it means that freedom 
of speech and expression have 
been suppressed 

Finding solutions to those dif- 
ferences which arise between 
our two countries is the chal- 
lenge that faces us. It will re- 
quire patience and understand- 
ing—persistence and sacrifice 
on both sides. But, if there ‘a 
sympathetic understanding on 
both sides, and a spirit of real 
mutuality and giveand-take, I 
am certain all our problems can 
be solved satisfactorily to our 
mutual advantage. For it is 
clearly important to both Japan 
and America, and indeed to the 
entire world, that our two coun- 
tries work together in full and 
equal partnership. in our great 
common quest for peace with 
justice and freedom for all peo- 
ples in the world.
